4thly, In her Feet, as in the Worſhip, 
Firſt, The Kirk of Scotland is woundtd in her 
Head, {he has gotten ſik a Claſh in her Head, as has 
gart all her Harns jaap, and her Senſes, that is, her 
Senſe of Secing ; for the Kirk of Scotland wald a ſeen 
als well as any Chriſtian Kirk, in the wide Warld, but
